BOSTON, April 29.—Flatly contradict- 


ing President Taft, Col. Roosevelt in 
his campaign tour of Essex County 
today issued a statement replying to 
that made by the President last night 
in regard to the Harvester Trust case. 

The President had stated ‘‘that so 
far as my recollection goes, I never 


heard the Harvester Trust matter men- 
tioned in any cabinet meeting that I 
attended.” 

Col. Roosevelt said, in his reply, is- 
sued in the form of a statement written 
on the train: 

“I clearly remember Mr. Taft being 
present at such discussion and taking 
part im it.” He added that the Pres!i- 


- Gent hed treated this matter “in a 
_ Way to ehow that he subordinates the 


interest of the people as a whole to 
the purposes of securing secant ad- 


yn me ae fer himself.” 


' Wells When Taft Was Away. 

Here is Col, Roosevelt's statement: 
“Of course, Mr. Taft was away, as 
everyone knew, while I was discussing 
this matter in personal interviews with 
officials of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor, including the Bureau of Cor- 
porations, and of the Department of 
Justice, but both before and after he 
came back the matter was repeatedly 
brought up in the Cabinet and discussed 
at length. Mr. Bonaparte has stated in

Owner of the’ Cardinals Testifies 
in Mother’s Suit She Now 
Lives Here. 





SHE TWICE GOT DIVIDENDS 





Does Not Recall Having Been 
Told by Judge Holtcamp to 
Return Shares. 





Mrs. Helene Hatheway Britton, prin- 
cipal owner of the Cardinals baseball 
team, her husband, Schuyler P. Britton, 
and W. G. Schofield, secretary of the 
club, were the principal witnesses in 
Judge Hitchcock’s court Monday in 
the suit brought by her mother, Mrs. 
Sarah Carver Robison, against E. A. 
Steininger, president of the Cardinals 
and executor of the estate of M. Stan- 
ford Robison, former owner of the 
team, who died in March, 1911. 

Mrs. Britton wore a black \silk dress, 
embroidered with pink and yellow me- 
Gallions. Her gray straw hat was trim- 
med with white and purple plumes. 

Mrs. Robison sued to restrain Steinin- 
ger from voting her 248% shares of stock 
at meetings of the Cardinals’ stockhold- 
ers, and to compe! him to put the stock 
in her name on the corporation’s books. 

Mrs. Britton’s suit to restrain Steinin- 
ger from voting her 746% shares also 
was docketed in Judge Grimm’s court, 
but was continued until Thursday. A 
continuance until Wednesday likewise 
was ordered in the mandamus suit by 
which F. N. Abercrombie is trying to 
compel Probate Judge Holtcamp to ap- 
point him administrator of the estate, 
instead of Steininger. 

Dividend Paid Clab Debts. 

W. G. Schofield, secretary of the Car- 
dinals, testifying is Mrs. Robison’s be- 
half, said Steininger, as president of 
the team, always kept the books in the 
Safe. 
tooks until about two months ago when 
he transferred the stock to Steininger 
as administrator. The first dividen de- 
clared by the company, he said, was a 
20 per cent one in September, 1911. It 
Was used to pay the expenses of ad- 
ministration and the debts of Robi- 
son’s estate. 
In November, 1911, he said, a cash div- 
iden of $19.900 was paid. Mrs. Britton’s 
Share of this was $15,000. The rest was 
used to pay expenses. Schofield said 
he was present at a conference when 
Probate Judge Holtcamp advised Mrs. 
Britton to return the stock to Steinin- 
ger. 
Mrs. Britton’s husband testified that 
he was present when a block of the 
stock was turned over to his wife by 
Steininger last September. 
Attorney Arthur N. Sager of counsel 
for Steininger, said the stock was turned 
over to Mrs. Britton on her representa- 
tion that her mother was an invalid,

Coroner’s Jury Recommends 
That Touring Car Chauffeur 
Be Held. 





RAN AT ‘BLINDING SPEED 





Witness Says That Machine 
Which Collided With Taxi 
Was Going Mile a Minute. 





A Coroner’s jury Monday held Frank 
Brown, driver of the touring car, re- 
sponsible for the death of Reilly Young, 
aged 16, killed at 2 a. m. Sunday, in a 
collision between a touring car and a 
taxicab at Washington boulevard and 
Taylor avenue. It recommended that 
Brown be held to await action of the 
rgrand jury and said that the accident 
was due to criminal carelessness. 

The verdict followed testimony of sev- 
eral witnesses that Brown’s car was 
racing at blinding speed when it crashed 
into the taxicab. 

Sergt. Borden of the Newstead Avenue 
Police Station testified that when he 
reached the scene of the accident, and 
talked to the eight occupants of the 
touring car, he believed they were all 
under the influence of liquor. He found 
a broken whisky bottle under their ma- 
chine, he said. 
Chester Borntraeger, 16 years old, one 
of the eight, testified that the party 
had visited several lid clubs and sa- 
loons, and that all were drinking ex- 
cept him. Borntraeger is a bank clerk, 
living at 2205 Dodier street. 

Expected an Accident. 
F. H. Roys of the Windermere Hotel, 
who, with his wife and L. H. Schwarts- 
hoff, a trayeling sajJesman, were in an 
electric auto on Weeshington boulevard 
when the touring car passed them, just 
before the crash, testified. he turned his 
electric auto inte the curb and re- 
marke@™*o~ the others: 
pet to King’s highway alive.” 
He said the rear wheels of the ma- 
chine were merély’ “hitting the high 
places’’ and that the throbbing of the 
motor told him the car was going at 
its utmost speed. He estimated the 
speed at between 50 and 6 miles an 
hour. 
But two of the nine men in the 
collision were compelled to remain 
in a hospital Monday. One of them 
is Edward Parker, driver and sole 
occupant of the taxicab. He denied 
a statement by’ those in the other 
machine that his lights were out. 
The other whose injuries kept him 
in bed is Roscoe Forbes, of the New 
Barnum Hotel, a clerk. 

Driver Tells Story. 

In the presence of three other occu- 
pants of the touring car, all held with 
him as prisoners to await the action of 
the Coroner, Frank Brown’ driver of 
the larger machine, gave his version of 
the affair to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
at police headquarters Monday. The 
others corroborated his recital. 
Brown, who is 21 years old and lives 
at 5362 Easton avenue, said he was 
chauffeur for Mrs. M. E. Halpin, 2211 
University avenue, owner of the tour- 
ing car. Without her permission, he 
explained, he took thé car from a re- 
pair shop about 7 p. m. Saturday and 
went out with Young. 
They drove to Union Station, where 
they met Harry Maunders, 24 years old, 
420 North Sarah street, a bartender, 
whom they invited to accompany them. 
The trio then went to Sixth and Chest- 
nut streets, where they picked up James 
Saunders, 24 years old, 4636 Evans av>2- 
nue, a chauffeur. 

Spent Time in Saloons, 
They spent some time in this neighbor- 
hood, drinking in several saloons, Brown 
continued. After a call at a photograph 
gallery at Sixth and Market streets 
where four sat for a picture, they drove 
to Sixth street and Washington avenue. 
Here they were joined by Chester Born- 
traeger, 16 years old, 220 Dodier street, 
a clerk, and Roscoe Forbes, 26 years old, 
of the New Barnum Hotel. 
Brown said the party visited several 
saloons in that neighborhood until 12:30 
or 1 o’clock. Then they drove out Olive 
street to Sarah, where they visited a lid 
club. Here they found William Mc- 
Donald, 24 years old, 5024 Delmar boule- 
vard, a chauffeur, and Edward Holdo- 
way, 26 years old, 420 North Sarah street, 
a bartender, who joined the crowd. 
Brown said none of the party was in- 
toxicated and the others corroborated 
his statement. 
Forbes, whose left leg was broken, and 
Edward Parker, 6311 Minnesota avenue, 
driver of the taxicab, who was badly 
bruised and his right arm broken, are 
at the city hospital, where they were 
ordered detained to await action of the 


Coroner.

Interviewers who met the distin- 
guished Jesuit at St. Louls University 
shortly after his arrival in the city, 
found him in genial mood. Those who 
expected to meet an austere and awe- 
some man of the cloth were surprised 
at his answer to the first question put 
to him. He was asked what he thought 
of. the prospects for his lecture, consid- 
ering the threatening weather.

VEDRINES FALLS 
FLYING OVER PARIS. 
S FATALLY HURT 


Airman Planned 1000-Mile Flight 
From Brussels to Madrid 
in One Day. 








PARIS, April 29.—Jules Vedrines, the 
most famous and most popular aviator 
of France, was fatally injured as a 
result of a fall with his monoplane this 
morning at St. Denis, a suburb of 
Paris, while flying from Doual, in the 
Department of the Nord, to Madrid. 

Vedrines was ambitious of creating 
a new record for an airman by flying 
from Brussels, Belgium, to Madril, 
Spain, more than 1000 miles, in 24 hours 

He started from Paris last Thursday 
in his Deperdussin monoplane on the 
way to Brussels, but owing to motor 
trouble decided not to proceed farther 
than Doual, a distance of about 117 
miles, which he completed ta 1 hour 
and 40 minutes. This morning he had 
succeeded in getting his motor into 
proper working order again, and decid- 
ed to start for Madrid, 

He was seen flyingwover St. Denis, 1 
northeastern suburb of Paris, where he 
made a rapid descent from a height of 
600 feet. 

Accounts differ as to the cause of 
the accident. Some of the spectators 
say that the monoplane struck the tele. 
graph wires along the railroad track 
and that Vedrines was thrown out ont» 
the rails. 

According to another account, a train 
hit the monoplane as Vedrines was 
about to land. 

The aviator was found to have a frac- 
tured skull. He was placed on a train 
and conveyed to Paris, where he was 
taken to a hospital and the operation of 
trepanning was at dace performed, but 
his-condition is believed to be hope- 
less.

“Lid clubs seem to me to be saloons. 
operated under exceptional advantages 
and violating the law with immunity,” 
said W. E. Hoke, a member of the 
grand jury, in relating to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter what he saw and learned 
in his round of the clubs Sunday morn- 
ing for the purpose of investigation. 
Hoke visited the clubs on his own ac- 
count and unofficially, he said. He had 


an escort of police. Between midnight 
Saturday and 1:45 a. m. Sunday he vis- 
ited the clubs. 

“At most of the clubs,” said Hoke, “‘! 
saw girls and women drinking with 
men. I thought it unusual that nearly 
all the clubs had inside locks on the 
doors and that some of those to which 
women are admitted have private rooms 
which also can be locked. 

“It is mry impiession that these 
clubs are being operated for the per- 
sonal gain of their owners, rather 
than for the mutual benefit of the 
members, and that they are protected 
by politicians of great influence. 
“They are violating the law in more 
than one respect. Some of them, I am 
told, are open all night and virtually all 
of them are operated without State li- 
censes.”’ 


Found Pianos—No Dancing. 
Hoke said he had found three classes 


of clubs. The first is the small social 
organization for men, who buy 4 supply 
of liquor for Sunday. The second is the 
big club of standing, and the third, com- 
ing between the other two, is the “‘lid 
club.”’ : 

Hoke said he found planos in all the 
lid clubs, but a policeman stood near Dy 
and there was no dancing. When he in- 
quired in one club if there was to be no 
dancing, he was informed, he said, that 
there had been dancing a short time be- 
fore. “But everything is stopped now,” 
his informant added. 

Hoke said he believed that the first 
club he visited had telephoned news of 
his coming to all the others, with the 
result that better order was preserved 
until he had gone. 

Hoke was refused admission to the 
St. Louis Press Club, a lid club 
at 104 North Sixth street, Sunday morn- 
ing. From the front door Juror Hoke 
could see a regulation bar at which 
drinks were being served as in any sa- 
loon, he could hear the shuffling feet of 
dancers on the floor above and the 
voices of men and women. 

When the doorkeeper barred him from 
the club because he had no membership 
card, Hoke introduced himself as a 
member of the- grand jury. He 
was told that ft made no difference, 
that he could not get into the club with- 
out a card. He made no further over- 
ture, but departed in company with 
Lieut. Singleton, Sergt. Matthews and 
Patrolman McFarland of Central Dis- 
trict, his escort.

At the clubs to which he was admit- 
ted, Hoke made a minute examination 
of the premises. He asked questions 
regarding the character and identity of 
the merry makers, inspected the bars 
and ‘more particularly examined the 
doors leading to the various rooms to 
learn the extent of privacy. 

Hoke told the policemen that the pub- 
licity the newspapers had given to the 
lid club situation greatly had aided 
the grand fury in its investigation, and 
advised them to encourage the work 
by giving full reports to the press of 
everything ‘observed at the clubs.

Stream Mile Wide in Some Places 
—Every Creek in the 
County Overflows. 





With the Meramec River rising at the 
rate of three inches an hour at Valley 
Park, the flood situation in, St. Louis 
County became serious Monday. Since 
Sunday morning, when a 12-foot rise in 
24 hours had been recorded, the river 
has risen three feet, and hundreds of 
acres of farm land, clubhouses and 
dwellings are under water. 

Unless the river becomes stationary, 
Valley Park will be seriously threat- 
ened, it is feared. Some of its residents 
began preparing to move «their house- 
hold belongings. It was predicted that 
if the river continued to rise at the 
Same rate, the town would be flooded 
by Tuesday. The flood already has 
reached virtually the same stage as that 
of 1903. 

Many Clubs Are Overflowed. 

At Arnold's Landing, on the Meramec, 
little of the structures there could be 
seen above the water. The canoe house 
was submerged, and boats and canoes 
were tied to the roof of the dancing pa- 


vilion, which the water had almost 
reached. There, the river was a mile 
wide. 


For miles above Valley Park, the 
river was over its banks. Many pleas- 
ure clubs were overflowed, and hundreds 
of dollars’ damage had been done to 
property, exclusive of that suffered by 
farmers, whose land rapidly was being 
washed away. 

Courthouse employes at Clayton told 
of going canoeing among the treetops 
Sunday. At Valley Park it was neces- 
gary to wade through 18 inches of wa- 


ter at the railroad station to board a 
train. + 

Guyol’s landing was eWijrely unde! 
water, and at Fenton the Gravois road 
was covered for a,mile. Northwest of 
Valley Park, between Chesterfield and 
Gumbo, hundreds of acres of rich farm- 
ing land were submerged. 

Every Creek Out of Banks, 

Every creek in St. Louis County has 
overflowed its banks, it was reported. 
The River des Peres was threatening to 
go upon one of its dangerous rampages 
and only to the fact that the Mississippi 
River is not now at a stage sufficiently 
high to cause a backwater, did Valley 
Park and other county towns owe thei! 
safety. 

Many persons went to the county Sun- 
day, either to view the flood or to res- 
cut boats, canoes and other property.

S| Louis home for women in 1904, was re- 
opened at Clayton Monday by consent 
Benjamin H. Charles, 
representing the 20 defendants, told the

and Joseph McAtee, representing Louis 
de Hatre, said he also had found new 
proofs to support his client’s claims.

at the home for women, and the testi- 
mony of J. Harvey James, a detective. 
A lot of papers taken from the trunk 
had been introduced at the former hear- 
ing. They proved to be of~no import- 
ance except to show that Miss de Hatre 
was very methodical and exacting, even 
to demanding receipts for such trivial 
amounts as that charged for hauling a 
trunk to a railway station. 
McAtee, in reopening the case, con- 
tended that examination of the trunk 
would prove Miss de Hatre had left in 
it a lot of new clothing which she un- 
doubtedly would have taken with her 
if she merely was going for a trip. An 
hour’s rummaging through the trunk, 
which had been brought to court by 
Louis de Hatre, revealed nothing more 
important than some photographs, a 
lot of inexpensive jewelry and some 
heavy clothing for winter wear. The 
most of the clothing was old. 
Foul Play Discussed. ' 
James testified that he arrested a rel- 
ative of Sarah de Hatre in 1907 when 
the theory of foul play was being dis- 
cussed. ‘The arrest, he said, was made 
on the “incorrect information’’ that the 
man had served two terms in the peni- 
tentiary and was known as a habitual 
criminal. It was soon learned that the 
man never had been in prison, James 
said. Charles said this evidence was in- 
troduced to further remove the foul play 
theory from the mind of the court.

BORUP,.WHOWAS {f 
WITH PEARY. AND 
FRIEND DROWNED 


Their Motor Canoe Overturned 
in Long Island Sound by 
Heavy Sea. 








CRESCENT BEACH; Conn., April 29.— 
George Borup of New York, who was 
with Peary’s ship in the successful dash 
to the North Pole and Samuel Winship 
Case of Norwich, Conn., both of Yale, 
were drowned in Long Island sound 
when their power canoe was overturned 
by a heavy sea. 

The Cases have a summer cottage 
here. Young Case in company with 
Borup arrived here Saturday night to 
spend Sunday. Early yesterday morn- 
ing they started out in their canoe and 
were not sé@en again until about 65 
o’clock, when Marry Gardner, a quarry 
owner at Millstune saw the canoe cap- 
size. 

He put out in a fast power boat. 

At first he could see one man cling- 
ing to the boat, but before he could 
reach the spot, the body disappeared. 

A coat and cap were found floating 
in the water. Gardner searched for 
sight of the bodies for some time, but 
went back to shore and organized 
search by power boats was begun. But 
at a late hour neither ares had been 
recovered. 
Borup was graduated from Yale in 
1907 with the degree of B. A. and was 
pursuing advanced course in geology. 
Hie was interested in arctic travel and 
had made several trips to polar regions.

Case was the son of Samuel B. Case, 
a prominent Norwich residen}. He grad- 
uated from Yale in 1911, and was taking 
post graduate work in the Sheffield 
Scientific Schoo). 
One of Borup’s exploits in the Arctic 
was to take a bath in the open water 
between ice floes. 
After the return, Peary paid high com- 
pliment to Borup, declaring his manhood 
of the highest. Borup was the last 
white man to leave Peary on the dash 
to the pole, and thus had been farther 
North than any other of his race, ex- 
cept Peary.

The Taft managers have issued a 
statement that unless Roosevelt captures 
the 36 delegates from Massachusetts his 
candidacy is at an end. At the same 
time they announce the number of del- 
egates instructed for Taft or pledged to 
him is 420, or 120 less than the requisite 
majority of 540. 

Figures from the Roosevelt bureau 
give Taft 222 votes, Roosevelt 285, La 
Follette 36, with 153 contested and 35 un- 
instructed. Eliminating the contested 
delegates, as defined by impartial judges, 
Roosevelt has 200 delegates and Taft 375. 

To Affect Other Sttges. 

The Massachusetts primary is held to 
be the crisis in the antecampaign, solely 
because of the effect it is expectéd to 
have on the states still to select dele- 
gates. 

It is pointed out that defeat in Mas- 
sachusetts would promptly turn the tide 
against the President in the Southern 
States which have not expfssed their 
choice and would certainly weaken the 
President in his own State—Ohio. 

Owing to the strength of the insurgent 
and radical element in the Republican 
party in the West, it is declared that 


there are only a few states on which 


the President can reasonably rely. Of 
the states which are to express a pref- 
erence within a few weeks, political 
forecasters insist that the President is 
counting as certain Arkansas, Maryland, 
three-fourths of Minnesota, New Jer- 
sey. Utah, Washington, Wyoming and 
Porto Rico, with a total of 114 delegates. 

It is contended that as much of the 
Taft strength comes from the Southern 
States,“the next question will be, with 
the two factions nearly equal as to 
votes, or Teft at least lacking enough 
to nominate on the first ballot, how far 
the delegates nominally for Taft will go 
in supporting the position of the Taft 
delegates from the South whose creden- 
tials are questioned. On the solution of 
this problem depends possibly 100 votes 
in the convention. 


The average Southern delegate in past 
conventions has shown himself to have 





jan eye on the band wagon. 


Of the states carried by Roosevelt, the 





majority are Republican strongholds. 
These are: Illinois, Pennsylvania, Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Oregon. 

The principal Republican states in the 
Taft column are: Colorado, New Hamp- 
shire, Indiana, New York. New York, 
however, went Democratic in the State 
election two years ago. 

The National Committee will figure 
as a conspicuous influence in the con- 
vention by reason of the contests pend- 
ing in many states. This body, which 
admittedly is controlled by President 
Taft’s friends, will name the temporary 
organization of the convention, in addi- 
tion to making up the temporary roll of 
delegates. : 

If Taft should win one-half of the 
contests pending before the Nationa) 
Committee, he would have, counting his 
present strength, about 475 delegates, or 
65 less than the number necessary to 
nominate.

TAFT APPEALS

BOSTON, April 29.—President Taft, 
when he delivered his first address of 
the day from a platform at the railroad 
station at Attleboro, made no reference 
to Col. Roosevelt, but dwelt on the 
Payne tariff law. 

“One thing the Payne bill didn’t do,” 
said the President, “it didn’t injure any 
industries in Attleboro. For the reason 
that the administration has done well 
by you, you ought to do well by it.’’

Calls Upon Taft to Publish Har- 
vester Trust Correspondence 
in Last 12 Months.

NEW YORK, April 2.—George W. 
Perkins, in an extended letter defend- 


ing his support of ‘Theodore Roosevelt, 
acknowledges that he contributed to the 
last Roosevelt campaign fund, and says 
in addition that he loaned the Taft fund 
treasurer $15,000, which has not not been 
paid. 

He says his former partner, J. P. 
Morgan, is not secretly behind Roose 
velt, and insists that Wall street men 
are for Taft. 

Perkins calls upon Taft to publish the 
correspondence between the Harvester 
Trust and the White House in the last 
12 months, as he did the correspondence 
of 1907. 

States Case to McKinley, 

The letter, which is addressed to Con- 
gressman W. B. McKinley, is, in part, 
as follows: 

“You and your associates have repeat- 
edly tried to place me as a citizen be- 
fore my fellow citizens in the light of 
being @ man actuated only by sordid 
motives in what I say and do. In ev- 
ery possible way attempts have been 
made to convince the people that I am 
against your candidate and for Mr. 
Roosevelt because of my connection 
with the steel corporation and the 
harvester company. Cannot you see 
that it is impossible for me to be op- 
posing Mr. Taft because of the filing of 
the steel suit or the threatened suit 
against the harvester company, for, if 
I were actuated by the base motives 
that you impugn to me, I would be with 
you heart and soul, in your efforts to 
renominate Mr. Taft; for what more 
could a sordid, selfish corporation man 
want than to have his corporation dis- 
solved, on paper, in such a way as to 
bring increased profits to inside stock- 
holders and increased cost to outside 


consumers, as was the case with Stand- 


ard Oil and the tobacco companies? 

“Because of the farcical results of the 
trust-busting campaign of the Taft ad- 
ministration, Wall street knows that it 
has nothing to fear from Washington. 
It is laughing in its sleeve at what has 
been going on. It is behind Mr. Taft, 
almost to @ man, and no one knows this 
better than you, Senator Crane and Mr: 
Taft’s other prominent supporters. 

“You have persistently connected my 
name with the harvester company in 
particular in giving out information to 
the effect that I was contributing money 
to the Roosevelt cause—and have done 
this in such a way as to try to convey 
the impression that it was a very im- 
proper and wicked thing to be doing 
and that Roosevelt ought to be ashamed 
to have me or my money connected with 
its cause. The latest attempts in this 
direction have been to call attention to 
the contribution I made to the New 
York campaign prior to the recent so- 
called primaries and also the publica- 
tion of the harvester correspondence. 

Cites Three Contributions, 

“There is a peculiar business about all 
these attacks on me, in view of the fol- 
lowing: 

“First, Mr. Otto T. Bannard is recog- 
nized throughout the country as Mr. 
Taft’s warm personal friend and stanch 
supporter. He is also president of a 
large trust company in the very center 
of the Wall street district. In 1909 he 
ran for mayor of this city on the Re- 
publican ticket. I supported him and 
personally contributed more money to 
his campaign than I did to the recent 
primary fight here in New York. 

“Second, when Mr. Stimson, now a 
member of Mr. Taft’s Cabinet, recently 
ran for governor of this State, I sup- 
ported him with all my might and main. 
I personally contributed exactly the 


contributed to the recent so-called pri- 
maries in this city. I supported Mr. 
Stimson because I believed absolutely 
in the principles being fought for in that 
campaign.

é¢ INDLING,” the new Charles 
K Kenyon drama in which 
Margaret Illington opened the 

last week of the Garrick’s season 
Sunday evening, is one of those ‘“‘short 
and simple annals of the poor’ that 
chills the soul with terror because of its 
teaching of the responsibility of thé 
rich for the sins of poverty’s commit- 
ting. 
You can’t get away from this appall- 
ing aspect of the play’s story. 
Maggie Schultz, the tenement wife of 
Miss Illington’s playing, holds you ‘to its 
contemplation. She becomes a thief to 
safeguard her unborn child against the 
“squalid horrors of the slums in which 
that child must needs be born. 
Not at any moment do you regard 
Maggie Schultz as a criminal. You per- 
ceive with dismaying clearness of vision 
that the real criminal is the wealthy 
woman who owns the rookery in which 
Maggie Schultz and her husband live. 
This rich woman's rapacity creates the 
conditions that make it a tragedy for 
any child to be born there. 
The play is a human document of un- 
dentable validity. Its message is de- 
livered with relentless fidelity to the 
facts of the life with which it con- 
cerns itself. It is played in the same 
spirit of unswerving truthfulness to a 
dreadful reality. It sends you home 
disturbed and apprehensive. You can’t 
forget Maggie Schultz and the social 
injustice of which she is the heart- 
breaking victim.

The story is not strenuously told. The 
minor strain of a deep sadness born of 
infinite suffering and unutterable love 
is its keynote. Miss Illington strikes the 
exact pitch in her playing of Maggie 
Schultz. 

There are moments when she makes 
one’s heart ache with the hopeless poig- 
nancy of Maggie Schultz's plight. There 
are other moments when she causes the 
figure of Maggie Schultz to seem an ac- 
cusing figure, indicting the entire scheme 
of things as now existing in a world 
where the pampering of the rich comes 
from the down-crushing of the poor. 
And always the story frightens vou. 
Not even the little gleam of happiness 
that comes with the rescuing of Maggie 
Schultz at the last removes this sense 
of terror. 

It is a great achievement in dramatic 
art when a play with such a text, re- 
ceiving its illustration solely through the 
medium of one of its people, thus sends 
its message so irresistibly to the souls 
of its audience. Margaret Illington 
scores this achievement. Her Maggie 
Schultz is far and away the biggest 
thing she has ever done. It dwarfs the 
Marie Voysin of her playing in ‘The 
Thief” to the proportions of an emo- 
tional marionette. It justifies a re- 
newed confidence in the Ililington future, 
not long ago seeming so barren of prom- 


Happily, too, the star of “Kindling’’ 
is supported by an uncommonly able 
company, a company so extraordinarily 
good in character delineation as _ to 
make the play’s progress unforgetably 
vital.

10,000 WATCH THE FIGHT 





Attacking Squad Rushes Outlaw 
Stronghold Behind Cart Loaded 
With Mattresses.

PARIS, April 29.—Bonnott, the ‘‘de- 
mon chauffeur,’’ known murderer of De- 
tective Jouin and Policeman Garnier, 
and accredited cnieftain of the most 
desperate criminal band that Paris has 
ever known, made a last stand in 
which, with a single aid, Dubois, a 
notorious anarchist, he fought so flerce- 
ly that the fight took on the aspect of 
a war-time battle. 
Hundreds of the police, led by Chief 
Lepine, detachment of the Republican 
Guard, a corps of engincers and a com- 
pany of artillery from Vincennes, a 
force numbering nearly 2000, massed be- 
fore a little plaster garage in a south- 
eastern suburb of Paris, Choisy-le-Rol, 
in a quarter known as the ‘“‘Red Nest”’ 
because it is a colony of anarchists 
founded by Alfred Fromenpin, the ‘‘mil- 
lionaire anarchist’ friend of Ferrer, 
who wis shot to death by royal decree 
in Spain. Fromenkin’s friends say he 
did not willingly harbor the bandite and 
opposed violence. 

On the fringe of the battle scene a 
crowd of more than 10,000 wildly excited 
men, women and children, shouted and 
shrieked in encouragement to the police 
and soldiery throughout the desperate 
fight. Many of them, armed with pis- 
tols and muskets, fired at the garage. 
The bandit and his anarchist sympa- 
thizer, kept up a continuous return fire 
at the police and soldiers. A picked 
crew of the engineer corps finally blew 
the garage to atoms with dynamite. 
Dubois was instantly slain. 

“Curse You! Curse You!” 
Bonnot lived long enough to confirm 
the sobriquet of ‘“‘Demon.” With one 
arm in a sling—an arm shattered in the 
fight in which he killed Jouin, the de- 
tective—and 12 other wounds in his body, 
he was found in the ruins pecring out 
between the cover of two mattresses at 
the police and soldiers, and yelling 
“Curse you! Curse you!” as he snarling- 
ly fired the last bullets from his re- 
volver. And then, he wildly, if futilely, 
snapped the trigger over the empty 
chambers of the weapon's barrels. And, 
within a few minutes of hig death, as 
he Was being borne to Paris in an auto- 
mobile, he suddenly tried to break away 
from his captors. 

4 The case is similar to “The Battle of 
London,”’ when, trapped in a house in 
Sydney street in Houndsditch, White- 
chapel, “Dutch Fritz’ and “Peter the 
Painter,’ thieves and anarchists, stood 
off 1700 policemen and soldiers under 
the leadership of the then Home Secre- 
tary, Winston Churchill, and perished 
fn the flames of the burning house rather 
than surrender. 

When Bonnot was taken, the crowd 
rushed on his captors. In their fury 
they would have torn the dying man to 
pieces, had not the police, under the 
escort of soldiers with fixed bayonets, 
been able to get the notorious leader of 
the “auto bandit gang” into a motor 
car, which was sent literally driving 
through the crowds, bruising scores and 
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seriously injuring from six to a dozen 
Bonnot died on the way to a 
hospital. 


Battle of Five Hours. 
Bonnot and Dubois had fought the big 


force of gendarmes and soldiers five 
hours. Two members of the police force 
were seriously, if not mortally, wound- 
ed by their fire. A dozen others bear 
slight wounds. 

Lepine’s strategy saved many from 
being hurt. A cart was loaded with 
mattresses and backed to the two-story 
garage. The men with the explosives 
advanced in a huddle behind the cart. 
Bonnot and Dubois kept up a furious 
fire upon the cart, setting the mattresses 
ablaze, but their bullets could not reach 
the soldiers and detectives. 

Twice after the dynamite had been 
fixed the fuses failed to connect, but on 
the third attempt there came a rending 
roar and the bandits’ citadel was a heap 
of debris. 

The two men in the barricade carried 
in a@ pocket on the cartridge belt a 
vial of deadly poison. It is not known 
whether Dubois completed the work of 
his wounds by swallowing some of the 
poison. His vial was half empty. Bon- 
not, when his time came to administer 
death to himself, was too weak to reach 
the fatal dose. 

When the news that Bonnot, the ban- 
dit, had been killed got back to Paris 
a wave of relief went over the city, and 
fully 200,000 people swarmed to the scene 
of battle. 

Charged With 22 Murders, 

No less than 2 murders are set down 
to the record of Bonnot and his band 
of twenty or more desperadoes. in 
less than five months they had taken 
in nearly a quarter of a million dollars. 
Bank messengers were their particular 
prey. Invariably they waylaid chauf- 
feurs, took their 6 speedy cars, then exe- 
cuted assassinations and robberies and 
escaped before startled witnesses could 
make pursuit. Bank messengerg in 
Paris have been going about their duties 
for thre months accompanied by guards 
with drawn revoivers. 

The French Parliament made a $100,- 
000 appropriation and the .aris Counci) 
an additional $50,000 appropriation to 
strengthen the police force to suppress 
an epidemic of crime, caused by the 
auto bandit gang. 

For a time the auto bandits baffled 
the police, but the famous Bertillon, by 
means of finger marks on an auto, was 
able to give the identity of five of the 


criminals.

In view of his eagerness to get into the lime- 
light by every other means the refusal of Sen- 
ator Smith of Michigan to permit moving pic- 
tures to be taken at the committee inquiry into 
the loss of the Titanic is incomprehensible.

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THE FIRES OF ONE YEAR. 

The premiums paid fire insurances companies 
by Missourians during 1911 aggregated $8,363,290. 
The fire losses paid by the insurance companies 
were $6,397,513, leaving for the companies a 
revenue of $1,905,777. The figures afford an un- 
substantial’ basis for the increase in Missouri 
rates the companies are said to be considering, 
hut they do enforce the lesson of fire-prevention. 
When the aggregate of losses not fully protected 
by insurance or not protected at all is added, the 
total in losses is appalling. 

The effort toward more substantial corfstruction 
‘inust be progresstve. Precautions of the most 
elementary sort would prevent a great majority 
of the fires in even buildings of old :ashioned 
type.

The Chicago News is probably right in its con- 
clusion that the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court, abolishing monopoly in St. Louis 
terminals, “is of more importance than were the 
widely acclaimed decisions under the Sherman 
law in the Oi] and Tobacco trust cases.” 

But the most {mportant point in all three of 
these decisions is their unity. They show the 
good faith of the Supreme Court, its devotion 
to the principles of law and of American institu- 
tions and also its sane and virile determination 
that these principles shall be enforced. 

The Post-Dispatch made this clear, point by 
point, in its editorial review of the Standard Oil 
decision, and the logic of the law, thus plainly 
defined by the Supreme Court, reappears, point 
by point, in the St, Louis Terminal decision.

Amateur Wireless Operators. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Shortly after the Titanic disaster, there ap- 
peared ip some papers several statements, one 
by a naval expert, that much disorder in the com. 
munication was caused by wireless amateurs’ in- 
terference. The statement itself was ridiculous 
and absurd. We doubt that any amateurs are 
in proximity to the Cape Race or Sable Island 
stations and even if there were any, how could 
they interfere with the powerful apparatus of 
the commercial ship and land stations. If an 
amateur had an apparatus as powerful as. the 
commercial stations or the ships, the great dis- 
crepancy of wave length used would obviate in- 
terference. For nearly all Marconi stations use 
a wave length of three or four thousand meters 
while {t would be difficult for an amateur to 
use one higher than 1000 meters. 

If there was any interference, it was caused 
by the large number of ships and land stations 
attempting to “talk’’ with the Carpathia at the 
same time, since nearly all used the same wave 
length. Moreover even if the night had been clear 
as to fog and haze, the etheric conditions were 
probably the reverse, judging from the reports 
of electrical storms in that zone and the condi- 
tions here for long distance work. Long distance 
was impossible for the “ether” was full of “static” 
interference. It would be well to take the version 
of the operators on this point and they will
